Far Away

Revision Lauded 


Promoting the public welfare on a 
community level has become a business. 
It has been so recognized by the com- 
pilers of the dictionary who define wel- 
fare work as organized community or 
corporate efforts for social betterment. 

In the greater Atlanta area welfare 
activities administered and paid for 
through what we call the Community 
Chest have come to mean an invest- 
ment of more than $1,500,000 annually. 
A multiplicity of agencies is involved. 
To get the greatest possible returns in 
“social betterment,” a close co-ordina- 
tion in planning and administration is 
necessary. 

To achieve the maximum in co-ordi- 
nation, a committee of Atlanta leaders 
has worked out a merger of the Greater 
Atlanta Community Chest and the Com- 
munity Planning Council into an or- 
ganization called ‘Metropolitan Atlanta 
Community Services, Inc. The commit- 
tee’s plan was approved Wednesday by 
the Community Chest trustees. 

The new setup will co-ordinate the ac- 
tivities of those who plan welfare work, 
those who make the budget, those who 
raise the money and those who spend it. 
It will eliminate duplications of effort 
and of authority under the former plan. 
It will provide a direct chain of respon- 
sibility from an executive director of 
Metropolitan Atlanta Community Serv- 
ices through associate directors for the 
planning and campaign divisions to the 
various subdivisions of each. 

The reorganization is along a line 
which has proved successful in other 
cities. Ours will be a better community 
for its having been adopted here. The 
welfare dollar will go further. 

Greater Atlanta owes a debt of grati- 
tude to those civic-minded citizens who 
have given much time and thought to 
devising the revision.

Blows To Be Aimed 
At South’s Industry 


Labor Secretary Tobin has given in- 
terested parties until Dec. 26 to file 
briefs against his proposed intent to 
raise the minimum textile wage to $l 
per hour before he leaves office on 
Jan. 20. 

Textile operators in the South will 
file briefs and will take the decision to 
court if they lose, as they will. Final 
decision will be many months away. 

But the interesting point is that the 
Republicans may very well support this 
move by the Massachusetts cabinet 
member to get himself and his party on 
record before leaving office. 

New England industrialists feel that 
the movement of their textile mulls 
South will be halted if the minimum 
wage is the same. The Republicans feel 
the same way. Secretary of Commerce- 
to-be Sinclair Weeks, New England in- 
dustrialist, entertains that idea. So 
does the Democratic senator-elect from 
Massachusetts, John Kennedy. 

Technically, the Secretary of Labor 
can impose this raise only on those mills 
with government contracts. But most 
of them have, or seek, such contracts. 
And a raise in the big ones must be re- 
flected down the line. So, the raise 1s, 
in net effect, a general one. 

This fight will be reflected in the 
new Congress. 

The South may receive quite a few 
kicks in its industrial shins before the 
winter is done.

The Nation Loses 
A Great Educator 


Dr. Bowman F. Ashe, first and only 
president of the University of Miami, is 
dead in that city, and there comes in- 
evitably to mind the old axiom about 
the history of any great institution be- 
ing that of the lengthening shadow of 
a man. 

Certainly that is true of the Univer- 
sity of Miami, one of the better and 
more progressive of the South’s fully ac- 
credited institutions. It is the length- 
ening shadow of Bowman Ashe and, if it 
holds to his principles, as it will, the 
university will continue to reflect his 
guiding influence. 

He was a fine man, and a civilized 
man. He had great administrative and 
organizational ability. He almost lit- 
erally carried the university on his back 
in its early years. It was organized at 
the peak of the Florida boom in the 20’s. 
He had come as its president. The boom 
broke. And Bowman Ashe inherited a 
few half-done buildings and worthless 
pledges for millions. 

But the courage which had held him 
to the hard job of earning his education 
kept him on the job. He made a uni- 
versity out of the economic wreckage. 
How he did it no one really knew. He 
was often up against the impossible. 


Yet he succeeded. During the recent 
war he, together with his great and 
good friend, Hervey Allen, one of the 
nation’s finest novelists, worked in At- 
lanta as heads of the War Manpower 
Board. To them came the job of filling 
a sudden demand for 50,000 workers in 
an unheard-of-place in Tennessee—Oak 
Ridge. Allen, who served as a trustee 
of the university, died two years ago, 
also of a heart attack. 


It has become trite to say that the 
world is poorer for a man’s passing but 
it remains true when such a man as 
Bowman Ashe departs from us. It is 
much poorer in ability, in comradeship, 
in education, in laughter, and in cul- 
ture—for he contributed to all of these.

Let Courts Decide 


About Lattimore 


In view of the public controversy 
about the case, the indictment of Owen 
Lattimore for perjury in testimony be- 
fore a Senate internal security subcom- 
mittee is a relief. It is only right that 
his guilt or innocence be determined 
by a jury. He will not, of course, be 
tried for charges that he is a Communist 
but only on those that he lied about his 
association and help to the Communist 
cause in the Far East. 

The case 1s not clear-cut as was that 
of Alger Hiss, who has been clearly 
branded a traitor and spy. Lattimore, 
however, belongs to that group—and 
there were many others like him—who 
saw no future for China under Chiang 
Kai-shek and the corrupt officials 
around him. He said so as did these 
many others who were acquainted 
with tke situation. 

Laying aside any considerations of 
his guilt or innocence or questions of 
his loyalty to this country, the indict- 
ments focus attention upon the plight of 
the State department and the job that is 
ahead for John Foster Dulles. This in- 
strument of American policy is reported 
near collapse. The charges against its 
personnel for past expressions of opinion 
have all but destroyed an important 
function of the foreign service—that of 
impartial reporting of conditions in any 
country. Afraid of saying the “wrong” 
thing, they report nothing. 

This presents a grave danger to-this 
nation and its future. It borders upon 
thought control and suppression of in- 
dividual freedoms. It hints of the dread 
device of totalitarianism—political im- 
prisonment for opinions contrary to 
those laid down by government dictates. 

Owen Lattimore may be guilty. Cer- 
tainly there is evidence that he may 
have committed perjury. His case does, 
however, call attention to the growing 
danger of collapse of our state depart- 
ment functions in that no able man 
wants to run the risk of being branded 
Communist for expressing an honest 
opinion. 

The court is the proper place for the 
determination of Owen Lattimore’s guilt 
or innocence. For the sake of preserving 
fundamental freedoms, it is time to sift 
out the truth in the blanket charges that 
have been made, to detect the guilty and 
to tlear the innocent. Let’s put an end 
to the atmosphere of suspicion lest we 
destroy the liberties we strive to save.

How Will Ike 


Handle the Press? 


WASHINGTON—Newspapermen here are 
beginning to speculate upon what sort of 
arrangements will be made by President- 
elect Eisenhower for handling news that 
develops about him and the White House. 

. This is of interest ‘not 
only to all of our news- 
papers, but also to the 
public, as well as to the 
new President himself. 
Newspapers have the very 
responsible function in 
our free democracy of 
informing our people 
about their government in 
which, of course, the 
President is the central 
figure. As that, he can 

have much influence on general news policy 
in all areas of government. For the’ past 
20 years the press has had fairly easy ac- 
cess to news about the White House, both 
through regularly scheduled news confer- 
ences and through the press secretary and 
other White House aides. 


A feeling that this may not necessarily 
be so with the new administration, though 
it may be entirely unwarranted, has spread 
among newspapermen here because of the 
nature of the incoming President’s previous 
career and because of experiences during 
the campaign. 

One question raised is whether General 
Eisenhower will continue the regular open 
press conferences at which reporters may 
ask any question they. please in an easy and 
informal exchange about government affairs 
and policy. These have come to be taken 
for granted also, though they date back only 
to Franklin D. Roosevelt's entry into the 


White House on the basis on which they are 


now conducted. 

This sort of free and open Interchange is 
valuable beyond what news actually is re- 
vealed. Much can be learned from the atti- 
tude of the President at such times and, 
over a period of weeks and months, which 
adds to the understanding which reporters 
can convey to the public of the man who 
governs. 

Up to the time of President Roosevett, 
the free and open press conference had been 
in a long eclipse. President Harding insti- 
tuted it after the virtual isolation of the 
White House during the First World War 
and President Woodrow Wilson’s long. ill- 
ness. But it was abandoned after a few 
months by President Harding upon com- 
plaint of then Secretary of State Charles 
Evans Hughes because of a slip President 
Harding made one day at a press confer- 
ence about a delicate matter of foreign 
policy. 

Thereafter, reporters were required to 
hand in written questions 15 minutes in ad- 
vance of the press conference to give the 
President time to look them over. He an- 
swered such as he chose, which often was 
very few, and reporters were not permitted 
to interrogate him further for additional in- 
formation or elaboration on those he chose 
to answer. That one-way-street system pre- 
vailed until Franklin D. Roosevelt became 
President.

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Ike’s Failure to Censult Senators 


On Cabinet Choices Brings Protests 


WASHINGTON — President-clect Ejisen- 
hower has irked a number of Republican 
senators by the way he has handled most 
of his key appointments to date. Several 
of them have joined in sending quiet but 
Vigorous protests to the 
Eisenhower headquarters 
in New York. What of- 
fends the senators is the 
failure to consult them 
when men from. their 
states are named to im- 
portant posts in the gov- 
ernment under the _in- 
coming new administra- 
tion. In the past, it has 
heen customary for a 
President or a President- 
elect to advise with the senators, where they 
are members of his own party, when a 
major appointment was to be made from 
their states. Custom also dictates that the 
chairman of a Senate committee having ju- 
risdiction over a nomination be consulted 
before the appointment is made. 

For reasons of his own, General 
hower has not seen fit to adhere to the past 
custom. In selecting his cabinet and mak- 
ing the other important appointments that 
have heen announced, he does not seem to 
have consulted very much with the. Repub- 
lican senators who had a right to be. per- 
sonally or officially interested in the per- 
sons named. At least, that is Known to 
have been true in a number of cases. 

Every President has the right, of course, 
to name his own cabinet, but it is usually a 
courtesy extended to a senator of his own 
party to inform him in advance of an ap- 
pointment to be made from his home state. 
The reason for this is that it is embarrassing

to a senator to have a presidential appoint- 
ment from his home bailiwick dumped in on 
him without knowing anything about it. For 
one thing, it indicates that he is not in the 
confidence of the Chief Executive.

At Sight of Lowly Rodent

One Emory co-ed doesn’t hoist her skirts and board the nearest 
table at the sight of the lowly low-slung rat. 
‘‘Some of my best friends are rats,’’ says Nancy Noble. 
And the personable young scientist, who is completing her doc- 
torate at Emory University this winter, doesn’t mean to be disre- 


spectful to her college companions. 


Without the co-operation of 
about 250 white rats and 50 
guinea pigs Nancy never would 
have completed the _ scientific 
dissertation that will give her a 
Ph. D. in biochemistry soon. 

The brown - haired, likeable 
young woman has ‘‘almost lived’’ 
in the animal room of Emory’s 
Anatomy Building since she 
started her graduate work in the 
summer of 1950, she admits. 

Nancy’s ‘‘pets’’ are among sev- 
eral hundred white rats, several 
score guinea pigs and an occa- 
sional pigeon, chicken and rab- 
bit that live in an air-conditioned 
“‘home”’ in the basement of the 
Emory building. 

With their help, Nancy has 
made new discoveries about the 
body’s adrenal gland. 

Through studying the pea-size 
adrenal organ in guinea pigs and 
rats, she has completed one of 
the first studies in this country 


on “The Glycogen Content of 
the Adrenal Gland.’’ 

Her detailed, patient study, 
soon to be on file in the Emory 
Library, may help medical men 
find a cure for arthritis, Addi- 
son’s disease or other bodily dis- 
orders stemming from the ad- 
renal. 

Confessing she’s been pretty 
much a ‘“‘book worm’’ the last 
few years, Miss Noble hasn't let 
science completely overshadow 
her social life. She is active in 
campus social organizations. 

The daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
S. E. Noble of Chattanooga, 
Nancy graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Chattanooga and re- 
ceived her master’s degree at 
Emory. 

Will she miss her white rats, 
when school days are over? 

*“‘They might make nice house 
pets,’’ Nancy muses.

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All-Woman Administration Wins Admiration 


Women in politics—and in 
government—is an old story to 
the small Mississippi town of 
Madison (pop. 540), not far 
from the state capital of Jack- 
son. Since the first of 1951 the 
Mayor, all five aldermen and 
the town clerk of Madison have 
been women. The only male 
member of the city government 
is the town marshal. The women 
came into office on the wings 
of a reform movement launched 
by housewives who were fed up 
with such things as water that 
discolored the laundry, and dirty 
streets. How the ladies, have 
made out is the story told here- 
with by Madison’s mayor, Mrs. 
G. L. Crawford.

MADISON, Miss., Dec. 17 — 
(INS)—Since the woman-in-poli- 
tics is still rather new, you can 
bet your bottom dollar she is 
going to put everything she has 
into the job. The appointive po- 
sitions, both state and national, 
as well as the increasing elective 
positions going to women are 


proof enough woman can hold 
her own and do a good job as a 
leader in government. 

Holding office does not inter- 
fere to any great extent with 
homemaking. Sometimes it is 
necessary to have supper a little 
early on board meeting nights or 
have lunch a little late if a con- 
ference holds overtime. But most 
official duties can be planned 
not to interfere with home du- 
ties. 

Among the projects we have 
carried out is an_- ordinance 
whereby the owner must bear 
half the expense of putting wa- 
ter under the highway to his 
property line. Formerly, the 
town had to pay all of it. 

We have passed an ordinance 
governing traffic at the mu- 
nicipal airport to protect the 
town in case of accident or care- 
lessness. We are now working 
on an ordinance regulating pub- 
lic eating places in the town. 
There have been complaints of 
speeding in the town and we 
have recently erected six speed 
limit signs. 

We have drawn up new con- 


tracts for our municipally owned 
airport, which for the past sev- 
eral years has been a liability 
to the town, as far as expense 
has been concerned. 

Madison received very little 
money from the airport before. 
Under new management and 
with the new contracts, the town 
will receive around $2,000 a year 
as rental from three hangars and 
the unused land, which has been 
leased for pasture. 

Our big project right now is 
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to build a small health center on 
the town lot for the use of both 
white and colored‘ people of the 
community. This project is just 
getting under way. 

The mayor is only a presiding 
officer at the Board of Alderman 
meetings and Madison is fortu- 
nate in having a capable and 
devoted set of aldermen and 
clerk, who have worked together 
with only one objective: to serve 
the town unselfishly and to the 
best of their ability. The mar- 
shal, who is the only man in the 
organization, has co-operated 
with us in every way. 

I wouldn’t take anything in 
the world for the experience I’ve 
had as mayor of Madison. On 
drives through the country, I 
used to admire the pretty trees, 
shrubs, homes and flowers in 
neighboring towns. 

Now, I look for the condition 
of the streets, the water tank 
and the fire hydrants. 

The only thing that scares me 
is all the publicity we have had. 
Too many people are watching 
to see how we are doing. 

We can’t let the women down!
